Zacutus Lucitanins, tells us of a Parient of his, who voided a 
black dead Worm, of a pretty length and thickneſs, with the Bo- 
dy all oyer Hairy; a ſmall Head, and a forked Tail. 
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Bentvenius, Tells us of a Worm one vomited, wich a Red head; 
and covered with Hair like a Caterpiller, having For Feet, and a 
Tail like a half-Moon. 

Marcellus Donatus, Mentions one that Vomited a Red Worm 
of the length of a Man's Hand; having two crooked Horns, and 
a Hundred Feet ; it is called Centum Pedes. 

Freſirs, Hath a Patient affe&ed with a Black Worm, in the 
ſhape ofa Weezle; his Crammm being opened, and the Worm 
taken away, which was on the Dura Mater, he Recovered. 

Reverius, Writes of one that Evacuarted many Black Worms, 
of rhe bigneſs and length of a common and ordinary Needle, 
horned and friable, ſo that one might crumble them to Powder 
between ones Fingers.

Foot long, Hairy, and of che thickneſs of a Reed. 

Meorturs,Records one moleſted with the Cholick, to cjet a green 
Four-Footed Worm, like to a Lizard. 

Gefncr, Tells us of one that Vouded by Stool, a Worm like to 
a Bectic, black, long Feet and Horns. 

Johannes Hebenſireu, Tells ofa White Worm with a ſharpand 
horny Noſe, found ina Perſon. | : 

Foreſius,ſpeaks cf a Fench who Vomited two Beetle-like Worms 
as long as a Mans Finger, with two Horns, cach of them on their 
Heads, and tending to Reddiſh Colour.

And he faith, theſe Worms are ſo fine, that they mfinuate themſelves, 
not only into Cloths, Ropes, and Lianen, but into other Bodies leſs po- 
rous, ds Cork, Wood, Bones; 'yea, into thoſe which are leaſt porous 
and mojt CompaR,”as Mettalls, Money, &c. T his he in another place 
rells us, They had daily experience in the great Plague Time, where ns 
Money was Received in fayment, but was firit well ſoaked and waſhed in 
Vinegar, if it came from an infefted place. 
Cardan ſaith, the great Plague that fell our in his I'tme at Wu- 
lain, which unpeopled that Citty, act only the Arr b-ing filled with

Georeius Agricola wrices, That in his T ime, a great Flayue came

Roſemary-flowers, four pound of Flowers to three Quarts of Spi- 
rit, and after twenty four hours infuſion draw it off in Balneothe 
Head and Receiver being well lated. This is not only a rich Coſ- 
metick, but a great Specifick in many Diſeaſes, and 1s uſed as well 
internal as external ; but by reaſon the Virtues ate ſo generally 
known Ithall omit them, and now you may think as many Pre- 
tenders do, that is, having the Receipt, you can make che Wa- 
ter, which alrcady hath blaſted its Eſtimation. For ſome make 
ic of Roſemary-T ops inſtead of Flowers ; others of Flowers they 
know not When gathered, or from whence they came, for we 
have *em brought from France, &c. But if you deſign ro make this 
Water to anſwer your Expectation, obſerye,you will find upon 
Roſemary-Rowers a rich white Gum or Balſamick: matter; then 
racy are in their prime, gather them on a fair Day ; for if they 
hang long, thar Balfamick matter is exhaled by the Influence of 
che $47, and the Flowers good for little but to fer Fools to work.

This is a Colmetick fit for the Queen, and is worth ſix Pound an 
Unce. 


VII. Worms in the F oa kill'd. 


Worms in the Face are animated of corrupt Humours, lodg'd 
between the Skin and the Fleſh, and cannor fe deſtroy'd quickly 
without injuring che Face ; but thoſe who have patience, may de- 
ſtroy them with Oil of Myrrh, mix'd with Vinegar of Squills, 
and when you ule ir, let it dry into che Skin. | 


VIII. Freckles takes out. | 


Take the Blood of a Vine, and mix with ic a few Drops of Oil 
of Myrrh, and theſame, of Oil of Tartar, per diliguium, and uſe 
it —_—_— and Night ; you muſt not drink it, but waſh your Face 
with it. | 


IX. To make Oil of Myrrh . 


Boil Hen-Eggs hard, and cut them long ways rhrough the 
Middle ; Take outthe Yolks and fill the Cavitics with Powder of 
Myrrh, joyn them, and bind *em gently with a Threed, pur 
them on a Grate, and ſet the Grate on a Pewter-Diſh with ano- 
ther Diſh over it; let it ſtand in acool moiſt Celler, and the Oil 
will drop from the Eggs, which is very Coſmetical, and for this 
purpoſe exceeds that Chymically drawn.
